TAMAQUA, Pa., Aug. 21.—The first day's
nession of the annunl oonvention of Sub-
district 1 of the United Mine Workers,
which openod in Lansford this morning
would indicate that the miners will, at the
expiration of the present wage agreement
with the operators on April 1 next, demand
recognition of the union and possibly an
eight hour day.

It is improbable that an advance over
the present rate of wages will be asked for,
the present sliding scale, based upon the
average price of coal of domestio sizes at
tide water, being apparently satisfactory’
to the miners as a whole.
